Among the new additions to 
the museum’s little "zoo” are two 
half-grown 
Chuckawalas, 
cap­ 
tured 
by Milton 
Knapp near 
Thousand Palms. The Chucka- 
walla is America’s largest lizard, 
and has the peculiar habit of in­ 
flating itself as a protection when 
molested. Young Knapp, who once 
had a "snake pit" in his back 
yard when he lived in Palm 
Springs, also brought in a little 
brown bat, smallest of our local 
bats, but it died the next day. 
It is very difficult to keep bats 
alive in captivity. 
An error in identification was 
made on the small snake found 
by John Knight. It was first 
thought to be the Western Faded 
snake, 
but closer examination 
revealed that it is instead the 
even rarer Spotted Night snake. 
The saliva of this snake is re­ 
puted to be poisonous to its prey, 
mainly lizards, but apparently 
has no effect upon humans.

AN INTERVIEW with Stark re­ 
vealed that he cranked a motion 
picture camera with the Rainbow 
Division in the first World War, 
was an actor both on the stage 
and later in radio, taught speech 
and drama and attended the Chi­ 
cago academy of fine arts, under 
the rehabilitation training pro­ 
gram that 
followed 
the 
first 
World War. 
That's where his 
latent talent as an artist began 
to bloom. 
In addition to all of the above 
accomplishments, he has written 
plays and during the years of 
1932 to 1933 ghosted 104 radio 
scripts. In those 12 months he 
also taught drama and speech cor­ 
rection for the university of the 
state of New York. 


IN A TWO YEAR period be­ 
tween 1935 and 1937, he wrote 
and directed 307 performances. 
At the same time he taught at 
St. Peter’s college in New Jer­ 


sey and graduated from the Dale 
Carnegie institute. 
He was made head of the drama 
department of St. Peter’s college 
in 1938 and was awarded a col­ 
lege 
professorship. From 
1941 
when he left St. Peter’s to help 
Uncle Sam as a civilian this time, 
he saw duty with the U. S. Navy ¡ 
as a visual education expert. He 
designed and created 48 illu­ 
strated lecture charts used in in­ 
telligence work and trained in­ 
structors on platform technique. 
In 1943 he went with the Army i 
signal corps as a designer, coach 
and special assignment civilian 
worker. 


IN CALIFORNIA his murals in 
lounges, hotels and homes has 
kept him more busy since the 
war ended. His caricatures of 
famous personalities drawn as a 
giant mural in one night club has 
brought raves from those he 
caricatured.

BLACK WIDOW SPIDER 
Concluded from Friday 
Once m ating has been accomp­ 
lished, the fertilized eggs develop 
and the female’s body increases 
in 
size 
proportionately. 
Then, 
usually at night, her eggs are 
laid, one by one, into an already 
spun cup of webbed silk. These 
eggs are round and yellowish in 
color, like small buck-shot. Into 
the egg-sac the parent spider 
forces between 25 and 1000 of 
these tiny eggs, until the pouch, 
hanging in the web, is bloated 
with them. Then she seals the 
top and strengthens the entire 
cup with layer after layer of silk. 
By this tim e the sac has attained 
the size of a dime or nickel, and 
is 
now 
a 
translucent 
yellow- 
white color. About an hour is 
consumed in this egg-laying pro­ 
cess. 


U n t i l 
the eggs 
hatch the 
mother Black Widow jealously 
watches over her precious egg- 
sac, and during this period, is the 
most apt to bite or charge any 
intruder. She does not hesitate 
to rush to the attack if mo­ 
lested during this time of guar­ 
dianship. Ordinarily she flees if 
bothered. 


INSIDE the protection of the 
silken bag, the eggs hatch and 
the very young spiderlings moult 
at least once. They remain in­ 
side for a week or up to a 
month, and then, piercing the 
sac. they emerge one by one and 
immediately begin to feed upon 
one another! Any many others of 
the brood are eagerly eaten by 
their mother!! If it were not for 
this early cannibalism, the world 
would be over-run with spiders. 


Those spiders which survive 
this early danger of being eaten, 
leave the web hnd are soon scat­ 
tered afar either by the wind, by 
clinging to a passing object, or 
perhaps by walking on their own 
legs. They set up a new home 
elsewhere, spinning a small web 
in some dark corner or hole. 
There they remain their life­ 
time, which is between 1 and 2 
years only. In reaching maturity, 
which takes about 2 to 4 months’ 
time, they moult some 6 times, 
depending upon how' much food 
they are able to ensnare in their 
webs. 


Moulting is a rather strenuous 
process, and leaves the spider 
weakened and almost helpless. 
Each moult requires at least an 
hour to complete. The gray-white 
cast-off skins are left dangling 
in the web. and are often mis­ 
taken for dead spiders. 


Black Widow spiders seem to 
be most prevalent during the 
summer months, and it is then 
that they are most pugnacious, 
since they lay their eggs usually 
between May and August. As 
many as 9 egg-sacs may be laid 
by a single female spider in her 
lifetime alone, and since each 
sac 
contains 
several 
hundred 
eggs, one adult spider may be 
the potential parent of 500 to 
1000 young! Fortunate for us it 
is that few of these ever reach

It is only necessary 
to learn to recognize the spider 
and her web, to kill any that 
are found, and to avoid thrust­ 
ing your hand into dark places. 
If those simple precautions are 
taken, there is no need for worry 
about spider-bite. Very, very few 
persons are ever bitten by this 
spider, common as it is, and even 
less than one per cent have ever 
died 
from 
the 
effects of its 
venom. Like the rattlesnake, be 
aware that Black Widows are 
around, but don't worry about 
them.

maturity; the infant mortality of 
spiderlings is very high! 
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NATURAL CONTROL of the 
Black Widow is by lizards and 
parasitic flies and wasps. Some 
of the latter insects prey upon 
the young spiders themselves, but 
most of them attack the egg- 
sacs, the larvae of the fly or 
wasp devouring the spider eggs 
before they hatch. 
One of the most interesting of 
these parasitic wasps is a quite 
small one called Baeus. In this 
species, only the male has wings; 
the female is wingless. This pre­ 
sents a problem as to how the 
female wasp can get off the 
ground into the web to attack 
the egg-sacs. To do this, she has 
developed 
huge jumping 
legs, 
enabling her to hop great dis­ 
tances like a flea. She can thus 
leap a maximum of two inches, 
which is over 75 tim es her own 
body-length! 
The food of the Black Widow 
spider 
is 
practically 
anything 
alive that becomes ensnared in 
her web. Even such large crea­ 
tures as the centipede, scorpion, 
Jerusalem cricket, and even the 
great tarantula have all been suc­ 
cessfully attacked, overpowered, 
and eaten by this spider. She can 
also fast for long periods, up to 
nine months in some cases, w ith­ 
out taking any nourishment at 
all. 
The web of the Black Widow 
is also very characteristic, and 
once pointed out, can be readily 
recognized. 
It has no regular 
pattern or design. Instead it is an 
irregular series of criss-crossing, 
zig-zagging, 
tough 
silk-strands 
with 
little overlapping. E a c h 
strand is remarkably tough and 
durable, and can suspend great 
weights. No other common spider 
constructs such a type of web in 
darkened niches. 
When some unfortunate animal 
chances to fly or fall into her 
web, she is made aware of its 
presence 
through 
a 
sense 
of 
touch, when the creature strug­ 
gles to free itself. These vibra­ 
tions are felt deep in her lair, 
and she rushes out to the prey. 
There, with back toward it, she 
throws out strand after strand of 
fresh sticky web over the w rith­ 
ing insect until it is finally bound 
so tightly, like a mummy, that 
it can no longer move. If the prey 
is large enough to w arrant the 
action, she will bring her fangs 
into use and quieten its move­ 
ments with her deadly venom. 
But she does not always bite her 
prey. 
SHE MAY EAT her food right 
then and there in the web, or 
she may pick it up, trussed as it 
is, and carry it out of view back 
into the remote recesses of her 
home, there to feed upon it at 
leisure. The body-juices of the 
animal are completely drained 
out by a short sucking-stomach. 
When this has been completed, 
the empty hollow shell of her vic­ 
tim is then cut loose and per­ 
mitted to drop free of the net. 
That is her simple means of 
housekeeping. 
Since Black Widows arc less 
common during the wintertime,

WESTERN AIR LINES, includ­ 
ing its inland division, presently 
has considerable w eight and space 
available on practically all flights 
to all points on its system of haul­ 
ing ai' express and air freight, 
Sm ith said.

cargo aircraft on a standby basis 
to handle emergency shipm ents, 
Sm ith said. 


THE RAIL and post office em ­ 
bargoes on rail express and mail 
resulted from the current coal 
crisis. 
The airlines fall outside 
the em bargo because they oper­ 
ate on gasoline rather than coal. 
The rail express em bargo applies 
to all shipm ents, except certain ¡ 
perishables, foods and drugs. 
The post office has barred ac- 
ccptance of all m ail over five 
pounds in any class of service, 
except certain perishables.

Lee Shippey, popular Los An­ 
geles Times columnist, is appar­ 
ently 
impressed 
with 
Palm 
Springs having gone on Sun Time. 
In his daily column recently, 
he had this to say— 
'"SUN TIME' 
'While the East and the North 
are digging out of snow, Palm 
Springs has become the only 
place in this country which has 
just established daylight saving. 
A few miles out of the town a 
big blue and yellow sign pro­ 
claims: ‘You are now entering 
Sun Time. Put your watch an 
hour ahead.’ 
“Out there on the desert, with 
no mountains to obstruct it for 
many miles, the sun actually gets 
up earlier than it does in hill 
country, unless you live on top 
of the highest hill. And it never 
has been proved that Palm 
Spring was oblivious to the value 
of advertising. Anyway, its city 
council has adopted ‘sun time’ 
officially, and the whole town is 
trying to put over the thought 
that one can enjoy more hours of 
sunshine there than anywhere 
else—excepting, of course, the 
other desert resorts. 
" BIGGEST LITTLE TOWN' 
“Very few places as small as 
Palm Springs are as widely 
known and during the war prob­ 
ably no other place its size was 
half as cosmopolitan. Besides its 
winter visitors from all parts of 
this country and from other 
countries, many persons dislodged 
from foreign lands by war were 
among its guests, and British, 
Canadian and Chinese units 
which trained for desert warfare 
within reach of it all flocked to 
it when they could.

WAA Clarifies 
Vets Priorities 


Inquiries are coming into War 
Assets Administration headquar­ 
ters from World War II veterans 
in Southern California and A ri­ 
zona about a WAA announcement 
setting next Tuesday, December 
10, as the deadline for certifying 
veterans for purchase of “set- 
aside” items of surplus govern­ 
ment property. 
C. P. Fickes, regional WAA di­ 
rector. said many veterans have 
gained the erroneous impression 
that all WAA priority certifica­ 
tions will cease next Tuesday. 


QUOTING ADVICE received 
from WAA Administrator Little­ 
john in Washington, Fickes said, 
the deadline rule only applies to 
those items specifically set-aside 
to be sold to veterans for personal 
or business use. It does not apply 
to the great bulk of surplus ma­ 
terial offered at site and spot 
sales, on which veteran priorities 
will still be exercised. 
Fickes warned that in accord­ 
ance 
with 
instructions 
from 
Washington certification on spe­ 
cific "set-aside” items, will stop 
December 10, and certificates to 
buy such material will be ac­ 
cepted at sales on December 10 
and thereafter only on a first- 
come, first-served basis, regard­ 
less of dates on which they were 
issued.
